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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Applicant Arguments/Remarks Made in an 
Amendment, filed 08/18/2006, with respect to claims 18 and 42 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 18-31 and 42-48 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-49 
are allowed because the references cited fail to teach, as applicant has, an analog 
multiplexer / analog-to-digital (AMADC) converter coupled to the amplification circuitry 
to sample the digital subscriber loop signal within the amplification circuitry; and a 
diagnostic/control processor (DCP) coupled to the analog multiplexer/analog-to-digital 
converter to analyze the sampled digital subscriber loop signal and to evaluate the 
amplification circuitry; and sampling a digital subscriber loop signal within amplification 
circuitry of the loop extender to evaluate the amplification circuitry and using the 
sampled DSL signals to improve transmission of the DSL signals over the local loop, as 
the applicant has claimed.
